We wore olf the Florida coast gathering 
sponges. Ini those days—and the practice 
is still pursued the poorer 
sponye gatherera—we got our spoages by 
anchoring our small sloop or schooner over 
the bed and then diving from her rail t 
the bottom of the sea, carrying a woight 
along to sink us the faster A good pair 
f lungs and years of practice finally en 
abled me to reach bottom in thirty or thir- 
ty-five fect of and up with 
more or less of a haul. 

On that warm coast the shark and the 
octopud and other horrible things belong 
ing to the fish or reptile Apecios are pres- 
ent, and often lyingin wait. The diver 
has a horror of them at first, but the foel- 
ing 800 Wears away, and some men be 
come perfectly reckless. During tho first 
year I never went down without a sharp 
knife in my belt to give any prowling shark 
a thrust, but later on E would takea head- 
or off the rail when a shark's dorsal fin was 
cutting the water not a hundred yards 
away. 

During the second season we lost two 
mon by sharks, but | took no precautions 
and had no narrow escapes, In the begin 
ning of the third season we anchored over 
a splendid bedy in a location well sheltered 
from storm and swell, and we had reason to 
anticipate a profitable catch. 

There were four of us on that trip, and 
tho first man off the rail was an old diver 
named Peterson. ‘This was about 7 o'clock 
in the morning, and although we had been 
up for two hours the bay had been clear of 

sharks. We watched Petersou go over, but 
we watched in vain for him to come up. 
Twenty soconds passed —then thirty—then 
forty, and the captain leaned over the raul 
and cried out : 

** Boys, the old man has got fast down 
there and is a goner |” 

We waited ten seconds leager, and then 
felt sure that we should never see the old 
man alive again. We were in 28 feet of 
water, and the trawl showed the bottom to 
be clear of weeds and made up of rock and 
sand. lt was hard to guess what had hap- 
pened. He might have bumped his head 
against a rock, or had his foot caught in a 
crevice —he might have Lurst a blood ves- 
sol or been taken with cratnps. None of 
us thought of an octopus in connection with 
his sad fate. We had seen a small one 
three days before, and knew that the crea 
tures lurked in the still waters, but some- 
how we speculated on all other theories but 
this. 

As you may imagine, the loss of old Pet- 
erson upset us,and it was a good half-hour 
béfore any of us had rallied his courage. 
It was my next turn down,and as I finally 
got ready to go the captain handed me a 
long, keen-sharp kaife on which he had 
just put an edge. I accepted it, more in 
hopes it might be used in enabling me to 
send up the dead body than through any 
bodily fear. If Peterson had been caught 
in a crevice, or was held fast the kuife 
would loosen him. 

Well,ovor lL wont at last, and it was only 
a few seconds before I struck bottom close 
to a large rock. Sponges were growing all 
around me, and as I reached out for the 
nearest I felt something whip across my 
bare shoulders. All the dress 1 had on was 
a pair of trunks, leaving legs, shoulders, 
arms and most of the body naked, That 
‘soniething’ stung and burned ‘and blister- 
ed, but in two seconds the feeling had 
passed from shoulder to waist, and in an- 
other instant it was in my legs. It was not 
untal I tried to spring away I realized my 
situation. At the first move 1 was jerked 
in‘the most violent manner toward the 
rock, and the burning increased tenfold. 

An octopus had gripped me! He had three 
of his terrible arms around me, and was 
drawing me to the rock, How his suckers 
burned and blisfered!

Burra.o, Aug. 30.—The Washington Gov- 
ernment has practically conceded the point that 
their statistics relating to emigration from 

are worthless and have been fraudu 
lent. In yesterday's returns of the immigra- 
tion for July the following sentences occur :— 
** As there is no law of Congress for the collec: 
tion of statistics of immigration by .ailway 
cars and other land vehicles across our fron: 
tier, it is found impracticable to enumerate 
the immigrants by railway, except at the ports 
of Detroit and Port Huron. ‘The delay in ferry- 
ing the trains across the river at these points 
has to some extent facilitated the efforts of 
collectors, while examining the baggage of pass- 

to discriminate between mere passengers 
and bona Jide immigrants, and in a measure en- 
abled them to procure information as to the 
number and nationality of the latter, The 
statistics of immigration from the Dominion 
along the entire frontier being thus rendered 
very defective, itis deemed best to suspend 
further publication of them until the subject 
can be investigated by a special agent of the 
Treasury for that purpose, and until a more ef 
fective system, either by means of law or other- 
wise, can be devised for an enumeration which 
shall be less incomplete and misleading and more 
worthy of confidence and official publication,” 


If the investigation which has been order- 
ed be honestly conducted, there can not be 
the slightest doubt either that the attempt 
to enumerate at Port Huron will be dis 
continued or that an efficient system of en- 
umeration will be adopted.

RIEL'S INSANITY. 


When the appeal in the case of Riel was 
before the Court in Manitoba the Judges 
gave the following decisions upon the plea 
of insanity of Riel set up by the prisoners 
Counsol. 

WALLBRIDGE ©, J,'5 OPINION 


Counsel then rest the prisoner's case Up- 
on the ground of insanity, and it is upon 
this latter point only that the prisoner call- 
ed witnesses. , : 

The jury by their finding have negatived 

this ground, and the prisoner can only ask, 
before us, for a new trial,we have no other 
power of which he can ayail himself. The 
rule at law in civil cases is, that the evi- 
dence against the verdict must greatly pre- 
ponderate before a verdict will bo set aside; 
and in criminal cases in Ontario, whilst the 
law (now repealed) allowed applications for 
now trials, the rule was more stringent—a 
verdict in a criminal case would not be set 
aside if there was evidence togo to the jury, 
and the judge would not express any opin- 
ion upon it if there was evidence to go to 
the jury, if their verdict could not be de- 
clared wrong. [hav carefully read the 
evidence, and it appears to me that tho 
jury could not reasonably have come to 
any other conclusti}than the ¢verdict $f 
gUXAy ; there is not obly evidence to sup- 
port the verdict, but it vastly prepondor- 
ates. ‘ 
It is said the prisotee labored under the 
insane delusion that he was » vrophet, and 
that he had a mission to fulfil. When did 
this mania first seize him, or when did it 
manifest itself? Shortly before he came to 
Saskatchewan he had been teaching school 
in Montana. It was not this mania that 
impelled him to commence this work which 
ended in the charge at Batoche. He was 
invited by a deputation, who went for him 
to Montana. ‘The original idea was not 
his—did not originate with him. It is 
argued, however, that his demeanor chang- 
ed in March, just before the outbreak. Be- 
fore then he had been holding meetings, 
addressing the audiences, and acting asa 
sane person. His correspondence with 
General Middleton (now Sir Frederick) 
betokens no signs of either weakness of in- 
tollect or of delusions. Taking the defini- 
tions of this disease, as given by the ex- 
perts, aud how does his conduct comport 
therewith! The maniac imagines his de- 
lusions real, they are fixed and determi- 
nate, the bare contradiction causes irrita- 
bility. 

The first witness called by the prisoner, 
the Rey. Father Alexis Andre, in his cross- 
examination says as follows :— 

Q. Will you please state what the pri- 
soner asked of the Federal Government / 

A. [had two interviews with the prisonor 
on that subject. 

Q. The prisoner claimed a certain in- 
demnity from the Federal Government. 
Didn’t he? 

A. When the prisoner made his claim, I 
was there with another gentleman, and he 
asked $100,000. We thought that was 
exorbitant, and the prisoner said, ‘* wait a 
little, I will take at once $35,000 cash.” 

Q. Is it not true the prisoner told you he 
himseli was the half-breed question / 

A. He did not say so in express terms, 
but he conveyed that idea. He said, ‘If 1] 
am satisfied the half-breeds will be.” The 
witness continues : 1 must explain this. This 
objection was made to him, that even if 
the Government granted him the $35,000 
the half-breed questiom’would remain the 
famo ; and he said, in answer to that, ‘If 
I am satisfied, the half-breeds will be.” 

Q. Is it not a fact he told you he would 
even accept a less sum than the 335,000 7 

A. Yes; he said, ** use all the influenco 
you can, you may get all that, but get all 
you can, and if you get less, we will seo.” 

This was the cross-oxamination of a wit- 
ness called by the prisoner. 

To General Middleton, after prisoner's 
arrest, he speaks of his desire to negotiate 
for a money consideration. 

In my opinion, this shows he was willing 
and quite capable of parting with this dolu. 
sion, if he got the $35,000, 

A delusion must be fixed, acted upon, 
and believed in as real, and overcome and 
dominate in the mind of the insane person, 
An insanity which can be put on and off at 
the will of the insane person, according to 
the medical testimony, is not insanity at 
all in the sense of mania.

there can be no question. Were the 


the purposes of oppression, it would speed- 
ily be found that the love of liberty is as 
strong in the hearts of British subjects to- 
day as it was in the hearts of their fore- 
fathers and they would do their utmost to 
uphold and defend rights and privileges 
purchased by the blood of their ancestors, 
But itis avery different thing when the 
legislature, composed of rapresentatives of 
the people, chosen by them to express their 
will, deom it expedient to make a change 
in the law, even though that change may 
be the surrender of some of these old rights 
and privileges. 

That the Dominion Parliment represents 
the people of the North West Terrivories 
cannot, I think, beo successfully disputed. 
lt maybe, that the inhabitants of these 
territories are not represented in parliament 
by members sitting there chosen directly 
by them, but those territories form part of 
the Dominion of Canada, the people in 
them are citizens of Canada, not, as it was 
put by counsel, neighbors, just in the 
same way as all the people of this Domin- 
ion are part and parcel of the great Britsh 
Empire.
